CARRIED THEIR POINT. 


THE NEW YORK STREET-CAR EMPLOYES DE- 
MAND A REDUCTION OF HOURS. 


No Cars Start Out This Morning and Gotham’s 
Citizens Walk in Deep Snow—The street- 
Car Companies Grant the Demands of the 
‘Strikers—Furnace Men Threaten to Strike 
Mines Resume Operations. 


Nuw York, February 4.—‘‘Tell the publie, 
aaid John G. Caville, general auditor of the 
Knights of Labor in this city, iast night, that 
the executive board of Empire protective 
association and myself have spent two weeks 
in trying to settle the car drivers’ difficulties 
with the presidents of the New York street 
railroads, but they have made fools of us. 
We have offered every inducement to them 
and even accepted their compromise, but all 
tomo purpose. On February 1 they posted 
new time tables, which are even 
worse than the old ones, because they 
make a pretense of making a change 
for the better, If the public is inconvenienced 
itmust lay the blame at the doors of the 
presidents. There seems but one way of reach- 
ing these men and that is to tie up their 
roads.’’ ö 

The speaker was deeply in earnest and em- 
phatic. He was indignant, too, at what he 
considered ungentiemanly treatment. Be- 
coming calmer 

HE TOLD THE FOLLOWING: 

*‘Early last month petitions requesting a ro- 
duction of the hours of labor to twelve hours 
a day for all hands, drivers, conductors, host- 
lers and hitchers were sent to various New 
York City railroads, Second, Third, 
Fourth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth and Ninth av- 
enues and Broadway and Forty-second street, 
blue and white lines. These petitions were 
presented by men in the employ of the several 
companies. The petitions to the west side 
lines failed to accomplish their purpose, al- 
though the officers of each of the roads prom- 
ised to make ouncession. We gave them un- 
til yeaterday to carry out their agreements, 
butthe Fourth, Sixth and Seventh avenues 
and Broadway have not done so. During our 
interviews with the presidents of these roads 
we were asked whether we thought that the 
railroads of this city could afford 
to pay $2 a day for nine hours’ work. 


Itoldthem that, judging by what I had read 
in their reports to tne railroad commissioners, 
they could afford to 7. $3 a day for eight 
hours work, especialiy when the sixth avenue 
road could dec a dividend of 119 per cent,

The strike is due to the refusal of 
the ompany to operate the road according to 
the recentiy adopted time schedule enforced 
upon the company by the executive board of 
tue Empire protective association of New 
York. All oi the employes of the road, in- 
cluding the conducturs, drivers, stabiemen, 
and hitchers are auected by the strike. Tue 
company's stables at Twenty-third street and 
Fourth avenue were deserted this morning. 
The cars stood empty on the tracks, and not 
more tuan half a dozen men can be seen about 


the piace. 
THE STRIKERS. 

Six hundred drivers and conductors and 200

| WEST END PROPERTY. 


SHALL THE CITY IMPROVE IT AT THE EX- 
: PENSE OF THE EAST END? 


Lindell Avenue Property Owners Before the 
Mayor—Reconstructing Eighth and Ninth 
Streets—An Important Communication from 
the Water Commissioner—The ‘Surface 
Track Bill—City Hall Chat. 


At the charter amendment election last fall 
the amendment providing for a more equal 
distribution of taxes by increasing the rate of 
taxation in the outlying wards was defeated. 
This leaves the west end of the city free from 
the heavy burden of tax carried by the thickly 
settled wards, and compels those living within 
the heavily taxed line to sustain more than 
their just share of taxation. 

Since the defeat of the proposed charter 
amendment the municipal assembly has been 
brotght face to face a number of times with 
propositions for improvement in the western 
part of the city, and in the treatment of these 
propositions it has berome manifest that the 
assembly is decided'y against voting for any 


improvement for the western part of the city 
which is to be unduly taxed t those living 
in the eastern part. A number of measures 
have been defeated when it came to a vote, 
and a still r number have been held in 
committee or smothered in some way. A no- 
table case in poms is that of the Vandevente 
sewer district, the bill for the establishment 
of which is now heid by the house. ; 

The question came up before the mayor this 
morning. but under such circumstances that 
it is probable his decision in the matter will 
not be taken as the sense of the city govern- 
ment with regard to west end improve- 
ment. A committee consisting of Messrs. 
E. O. Stanard, Peter L. Foy an . 
Mansur appointed at a meeting of Lindell 
avenue property owners, called on the mayor 
and requested a hearing in regard to Lindell 
avenue improvement. The mayor called in 
the comptroller, the street commissioner, 
and the city counselor. 
stated that the owners 
on Lindell avenue had improved 
cost to themselves the street, 
now in a condition to be macadamized, 
ing merely the return of warm weather for the 
beginning of the work: that before macadam- 
izing the road it was considered neces- 
sary that gas and water mains 
should be laid as far as Forest park, and it 
was now desired to have the city and the gas 
company perform this work. The expense in 
this a of the city, the committee claimed, 
would be met on the part of the property 
holders by an agreement foran extra valua- 
tion on the property along the avenue. 

The matter was laid before the city authori- 
ties plainly, and after some discussion the 
mayor dismissed the committee with the re- 
mark that he would take the matter under 
consideration. 

The extension of gas-pi along Lindell av- 
enue necessitates the erection of gas-lamps on 
street corners, by the city. This in itself will 
not be @ great expense, as under the late re- 
duction n the rice of gas, street 
lamps are furnishe at the rate of $30 
ayear for each, and as there are gasoline 
lamps on the avenue already which cost the 
city $28 each, the difference will amount to 
Only $2 per lamp.

But, 
on the whole, it is as efficient a combination 
as we have aright to expect, under the cir- 
cumstances, in absence of those statesmen 
who constituted the strength of Gladstone’s 
former administrations and secured for him 
the confidence of moderate independent men. 
A really powerful government was next to im- 
possible, but it will hardly be denied that 
Gladstone has made the best of a bad situa- 
tion.’’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: There is only 
one distinctly bad appointment, and another 
that is debatable, that one is Ripon’s. But, 
on the whole, Gladstone has done much better 
than we expected.’’

UNLAWFUL CONSOLIDATION. 

The decision in the case of the State of 

Pennsylvania against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company is of more than or- 
dinary interest to the people of Missouri, 
because it relates toa constitutional pro- 
vision which was copied in the Constitu- 
tion of Missouri from the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, and which has been per- 
sistently and with impunity violated by 
he railroads in both States. For twelve 
years the Pennsylvania Railroad has pre- 
vented the enactment of the legislation 
necessary for the proper enforcement of 
the State Constitution. The Gould-road 
infiuence has done the same thing in Mis- 
souri. Mr. Govutp’s attorneys have not 
appeared at the bar of our Supreme Court 
and publicly threatened that tribunal with 
the displeasure of their client, as the rail- 
road attorneys have done in Pennsylvania. 
But their private threats and their caucus 
power have been about as effective here as 
in any State of this Union, and no State 
official has yet dared to challenge or op- 
pose the right of the railroads to evade or 
violate at will the laws, even the. funda- 
mental law, of the State. 
In Pennsylvania, however, a political 
revolution brought into power a State ad- 
ministration that dared to do this strange 
and startling thing. Attorney-General 
CassIpy, without waiting any longer for 
legislative action, forced the railroad au- 
tocrat of that State to appear in court and 
show what shadow of authority it had for 
consolidating under one control its lines 
with the parallel and competing lines of 
the South Pennsylvania and Beech Creek 
lines, when the Constitution of the State 
expressly forbade any such consolida- 
tion. 

The answers on which the autocratic 
corporation stood in court were: (1.) That 
its contract of incorporation antedated 
the new Constitution of the State and ex- 
empted it from any obligation to respect 
the provisions thereof. (2.) That the al- 
leged parallel and competing lines were 
not lines at all, being only projected lines 
in course of construction which might be 
left unfinished forever. (3.) That it was 
the Pennsylvania Company and not the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company that had 
bought or bargained for the property and 
franchises of the two alleged lines. (4.) 
That, according to a recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, in the case 
of the Pullman Palace Car Company 
against the Missouri Pacific, it was held 
that a majority of the stock of a railroad 
company may give control of the com- 
pany, but not of the road. 

On ail these points the Court decided 
against the defendant corporation. It 
held that nothing in the prior contract 
authorized the company to violate the 
Constitution; that it cannot lawfully do 
indirectly or through an agent corpora- 
tion what it cannot lawfully do directly 
and in its own name; that a parallel or 
competing line“ within the meaning of the 
Constitution included projected lines, or 
almost anything that promised the com- 
petition which the defendant was en- 
deavoring to prevent; that the United 
States Supreme Court decision in regard 
to the equity of a private contract relating 
to the control of roads, did not apply 
to a provision of the Pennsylvania Con- 
stitution for the control of corporations in 
the discharge of their duties to the publio; 
and that all the parties to the consolida- 
tion transaction had exceeded their powers 
and entered into a contract which was 
void and which the courts would not per- 
mit them to carry out. 

An appeal to the State Supreme Court 
has been taken, and, no matter what the 
final decision may be, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company may have succeeded in 
breaking up and killing off the Beech 
Creek and South Pennsylvania enter- 
prises. But it is pleasing to know that 
even in Pennsylvania courts can yet be 
found willing to declare that the Consti- 
tution must be obeyed by the railroad 
masters of the State Legislature.

A COWARDLY CREW. 


Capt. Clarke and a Brave Wife Defend 
Themselves Against Mutineers, 

Loxpox, February 4.—Capt. Olarke of the 
burned American steamer, Frank N. Thayer, 
in an interview yesterday, related the partjcu- 
lars ot the mutiny which nearly cost him his 
life.

Another im- 
portant matter to which Dr. Wiley 
will devote his attention will be 
a modification of the present manner of the 
treatment of the su juice. This modifica- 
tion consists, in substance, of the substifution 
of sulphurous acid for carbonic acid for the 
second saturation of the juice and for the treat- 
ment of the juice atthe first saturation, at a 
much lower temperature than by the process 
now in general use. The doctor claims that 
by the new process a good merchantable 
article of sugar can be made without the use 
of bone-biack, and the yield increased 15 per 
— without ‘increasing the cost of manu- 
acture.
